That they both mean business is indicated by two ordinances 


passed by council in special session which provide for the follow- 
ing: 


There will be no alley saloons. 
A movable screen which must be 24 inches above the floor 


will be allowed during the time saloon id O'pen for business. 


Saloon roo-m must be illuminated, open to full 
view

hours. 


"Where a saloon is in a hotel, view from the public lobby must 


not be obstructed. 


All games, musical instruments, obscene pictures, 
machines. 


tables, booths and chairs must go. 


All saloons must front on a street except in ease of a hotel as

street. 


Saloons open from G 'a. m. to 10 p. m. except Sundays.

Violation of any section draws fine from $50 to $200. 
Upon second offense, saloon declared a nuisance and abated.
